They every day encroached upon his Juriſdiction, the 
limits of his Territories, and his Soveraignty it ſelf, They im- 
poſed grievous Taxes upon his Subjects. They cauſed him to 
disband his Forces, and to raiſe new Men again, as they thought 
fit. They kept him from revenging his own Quarrels, to take 
part in others. They let looſe all his Enemies againſt him, and 
topped the progreſs of his Ar mies, as ſoon as he had got the 
leaſt Advantage: And in few words, he was at that time more 
a Vaſſal to France than a Soveraign in his own Country. But yet 
all this would not ſatisſie the French Court; they muſt have all 
again: wherefore the Duke by many Circumſtancès ſhewing how 
ill he brook't this kind of unreaſonable uſage, They ordered one 
of their Generals to ſurpriſe and ſeize his Perſon, and to bring 
him either dead or alive: Of which intended violence having 
had timely notice, he eſcaped when it was very near being effe&- 
ed.

No other thing could give us a better In- ſight into the Ambi- 
tion and Pride, nor more fully diſcover the Intent and Deſigu 
of France. None but an Univerſal Monarch can pretend to an 
Arbitrary diſplacing of Princes, and a diſpoſing of their Liber - 
ty, Lives, and Territories. Thus you ſee how perfidiouſly - 
they dealt with the Duke of Loren.

himfelt in good earneſt td aſlift che Puch, then to diſſwade and 
divert him from his purpoſe, and to engage him (if it had been 
poſſible) not to concern himſelf or take part in the Qnarrel, they 
very fairly offer 'd him to deliver into his hands all the Original 
Letters and Papers they had received from time to time from 
their bribed Friends and Creatures in Poland, tothe end that both . 
his Ingperial Majeſty, and his Brother:-in-Law the King of Poland, 
might "take what courſe thty thought. fit with thoſe Traitors. 
Which handfom'Story may ſerve as a fair Warning and Fright 
to all*thoſe that prefer French Money before their Loyalty, and 
the true Intereſts of their Country. And truly, this piece of 
Infidelity in the French is the only Piece of Juſtice that I find

But withal 1 find, that this piece of their kindneſß to his Im-

we Majeſty, was to make him amends for another prank of 
reachery that had been plaid him a while before; For the moſt 
Chriſtian Miniſters pretending a courteſie to aſſiſt him againſt the 
Turk, and accordingly having ſent Forces to joyn with the Ie 
perial Army, they at the very ſame time began to ſettle a GCorre- 
ſpondence with Count Serini, Fracbipani, Nadaſti and Tottenbach ; 
as did afterwards appear upon the breaking out of the Conſpiracy, 
when the Depoſitions and Cohfeſſions of ſome of the Accomplices 
were produced, who had been inſtrumental in carrying both Mo- 
nies and Letters from the French Miniſter reſident at Vienna, to 
the Taid Conſpiratos. 9 Next 
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Next, let us have tecourſe to the Swedes, and examin whether 
they, having been many years their very good Friends and hum- 
ble Servants, have had better luck in treating with them than 
others, in point of dealing. But ſurely Sweden cannot forget, 
that almoſt twenty Years ago they had occaſion to make a Treaty 
with them whereby they were to receive by way of Gratuity or 
Penſion Sixteen Hundred Thouſand Crowns. Nevertheleſs, up- 
on ſecond thoughts, the French finding their Treaty with Sweden 
to be but of little uſe to them at that time, refuſed to ratihe ir, 
and ſent Monſieur de Trelon his Ambaſſadour to them, to tell them 
in ſhort, That the King his Maſter declared it to be void. Which 
is a fine Court-ſtile for one Prince to uſe to another in Treating 
and a tart, ſhort, Majeſtick way of reſcinding Treaties. 
It were both needleſs and tedious to tell, how well they have 
_ obſerved their Treaties with Holland, ſeeing they. cannot ſo much 
as affign the leaſt Cauſe of the War they. now make againſt them, 
foraſmuch as in their Declaration they told us only of a Adauwaiſe 
ſatisfaFion, and that they were ill pleaſed ; and that it would 
tend to a diminution of the Glory of the moſt. Chriſtian King, un- 
leſs to pleaſe himſelf he put all Europe in a Flame, and endeavour 
bring alt under his ſuhfectio s. 
It is pleaſant likewiſe to obſerve,. how they practiſed their 
Art alſo upon that notable Fox the Biſhop of Munſter, how they 
not only lurcht him during his Conteſt with the United Provin- 
ces, but their French Troops fell alſo upon him, and indangered 
p the loſs of his Country. How they another time brought him 
about to lurch us in England, by reducing him to a neceſſity of 
ſeparating from our Intereſt, after he had received. aſſiſtance 
from us in a good Sum of Money. How they hindred the Swedes 
from arming in our favour, and ſway?d. Denmark from our Party 
during our War with the Dutch even at the ſame time hen France 
ſeem'd to forward and favour us againſt. Holland; and it hath 
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been often publiſhed, that they then 11 on the Dutch, and 
were in with them in the contrivance of that Afftont which they 
did us in the River of Thames; thereby reckoning, that ſo ſe- 
vere an exaſperation Would neceſſarily follow in our Minds againſt 
Holland, as might render us irreconcileable to them, and engage 
us in War ſo long, till we ſhould waſte and wear out one ano- 
ther's Men and Shipping, that we might at laſt be the leſs a- 
ble to oppoſe France, Who was at that time meditating and 
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forming ſach a mighty Advance of her own Naval Power, as 
might inable her to contend againſt us both, when we ſhould ſee 
- It our Intereſt to unite againſt her hereafter. And the truth is, 
the French Miniſters did herein act according to a right under- 
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ſtanding of their own Buſineſs: For, they did and do very well 
know, that in order to the main End of graſping All, they oughs 


to dread nothing more than a durable and firm Friendſhip between

us and the United Provinces, as that alone that can ſet bounds to 


their Ambition, and redeem Europe from that Yoke which they 
are framing, and deviſing how to put about our Necks. There - 

fore it was dextrouſly done of them to find out a fine Artifice of

carrying on their pretended Propoſals of Peace, that we were 
made ſecure, ſlackened our Preparations that Vear; and ſo a ſur- 
priſe followed upon it; for, the Dutch having been Tarantulated 


with a French Brieze in their Tails, danced after the Leſſon they 
had ſet them, and fo entred our River as high as Chatham; thus it 
was brought abour, as Report went in thoſe days. However, ad-
